that the Soviet Union’s “ antiparty 
group” had been able to take over, 
as the rum ors had it. 
The rumors said former P re­ 
mier George

Malenkov

taken power and that Nikita S. 
Khrushchev is under arrest. Gen. 
Georgi K. Zhukov, the former de­ 
fense minister, was reported ap­ 
pointed state president in the coup 
said to have taken place at 4 a.m. 
The Vienna independent news­ 
paper Abend-Presse printed tile 
rumor under the banner headline 
"Struggle For Power In Moscow 
— Khrushchev Ousted — Malen­ 
kov Successor.”

Throughout the world there are many 
areas where industrial growth has been 
stymied by lack of power. Many of these 
are rich in other requirem ents of industry, 
including natural resources, but lack 
of 
cheap power prevents their developing. 
Industrial power is created from m any 
fuels. Some, like the w aterw ays which 
turn huge hydroelectric generators, are in 
apparently limitless supply. Other generat­ 
ing system s using coal, oil or gas are more 
versatile, but the farther they are located 
from the source of fuel, the less efficient 
they are. 
A factory located a considerable dis­ 
tance from industrial fuels cannot compete 
successfully with those located in areas 
of abundant fuel. Thus, there are large 
segments of the earth waiting for more ec­ 
onomical fuels before they can hope to uti­ 
lize the other resources available. 
Such power is in the development stage, 
but its acceptance as a common source of 
energy has been slowed by its high cost. 
Nuclear energy as an industrial tool has 
not been given more than a glance by the 
few nations possessing its secrets. It is 
growing in importance, however, as milit­ 
ary em phasis on nuclear energy relaxes in 
favor of missiles and rockets. 
To encourage the development of nu­ 
clear energy and participation by other 
nations in its growth. President Eisen­ 
hower first proposed an international ag­ 
ency devoted 
to peaceful uses of t h e 
atom in a speech to the United Nations in 
1953. Four years later, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency cam e into being. 


I A E A m em bership has grown from the 
original 18 ratifying nations to the present 
71 states, including the principal countries 
possessing advanced nuclear knowledge. 
F ro m this nucleus of world interest, the 


I A E A has collected and dissem inated in 
book form m uch information incidental to 
the foundation of nuclear energy and the 
practical operation of a nuclear reactor. 
It has been unsecessful in attem pts to 
become more than an advisory body be­ 
cause of Soviet refusal to accept United 
States proposals for guaranteeing the in­ 
tent of the aid and nuclear m aterials of­ 
fered to lands far removed from surveil­ 
lance by the organization. 
The im passe has not stopped the U .S. 
from introducing into nations not possess­ 
ing nuclear experience the benefits of ex­ 
perim entation in this country. A series of 
bilateral agreem ents with other govern­ 
m ents perm its the divulgence of U. S. 
know - how outside the IAEA. 
Through no fault of its own, the U. S. 
m ay 
find 
the 
individually negotiated 
agreem ents m ore potent in producing nu­ 
clear energy than the more elaborate but 
stalled m achinery of the IAEA.

To Scene of His Heresy Trial

CHAPEL HILL, NLC. (AP)—A 
Baptist minister has returned to 
the city he left after a heresy 
trial to continue his work of forg­ 
ing ‘‘bonds of Christian concern" 
toward 
colleges 
suffering 
in 
a 
struggle for racial equality. 
The Rev. Julius Caesar Herrin 
was dismissed six years ago as 
Southern Baptist chaplain to stu­ 
dents at the University of North 
Carolina because of his interracial 
and interdenominational activities. 
He has returned under commis­ 
sion of the American (Northern) 
Baptist Convention to help ease 
economic pressures against nine 
colleges 
the 
American 
Baptists 
founded after the Civil War. 
The 47-year-old 
minister says 
the pressures have come mainly 
as a result of student sit-in s, and 
he believes the best aid would be 
through new ties of brotherhood 
with national church bodies. 
In the years following the Civil 
War the 
convention 
encouraged 
the nine schools to stand inde- 1 
pendently. Links with the church 
became lost or vague 
With the help of a $40,000 grant 
from the Marshall Field Founda­ 
tion, Inc., the Rev 
Mr. Herrin 
will help decide whether the con­ 
vention will resum e an active role 
at the schools. 
Today, these c o l l e g e s have 
m eager resources to rn e e t de­ 
mands of rising costs and expand­ 
ing enrollments. ‘‘Half of our col­ 
leges had unpaid salaries at the 
end of May. T hat’s how financially 
strapped they are,” said Herrin. 
Sit-in 
demonstrations 
against 
segregated lunch counters brought 
into sharp focus vulnerability of 
the colleges to economic attack. 
In retaliation, the minister said, 
m erchants in some towns have cut 
off credit to the colleges and some 
white faculty m embers had leases 
on their homes cancelled.

some in these situations, by find­ 
ing new sources of credit, and in 


inner ways, 
Herrin sam.
